Before beginning 
your garment take the wool and needles speci- 
fied. Cast on 20 stitches. Work 20 rows stock- 
ing stitch. Lay work flat on a table and place a 
ruler across the stitches. Count the number of 
stitches to measure at least two inches and 
compare with the tension given in the instruc- 
tions. All given tension in Beehive instructions 
is measured over stocking stitch. If your ten- 
sion is too loose try a size smaller needle.

JOINING YARN 

When you have to join a new ball of yarn or 
when replacing a knot, the simplest way is to 
join at the beginning of a row, even if you have 
to pull back a partly knitted row. It is prefer- 
able, if possible, to join at a seam edge so that 
the ends can be neatly darned into a seam when 
the garment is sewn up. 

If you are working in rounds, or in straight 
work, and there is a knot in the yarn you are 
using, cut out the knot. Unwind the plies of 
each of the two ends of yarn for about 2 ins. 
and splice as follows: — 

In 2 ply, break off one of the threads from each 
length of yarn; in 3 ply, two from one end and 
one from the other; in 4 ply, two from each end. 
Place the remaining ends together, twisting 
them with the fingers and knit in the usual way. 

Owing to the numerous processes through 
which yarn has to pass, it is impossible to avoid 
occassional knots, so — Remember for a neat 
finish and comfort to the wearer, luver knit a 
knot into your garment! — Either pull back to 
the seam, or splice.
